purposes, instead of co-operating for pub- 
lic safety."’ 

Referring to the Board of Fire Under- 
writers’ report, Mr. Jerome said: 

“You must remember that those reports 
are made out without any question of sen- 
timent, elther political or otherwise. The 
members are not thinking of safeguarding 
the public, but only of ascertajning how 
far property is Hable to suffer in case of 
fire. To indicate in a general way to 
what conclusions their investigations have 
led them, I will quote some of the rates 
based on their report. 


THEATRES’ INSURANCE RATING. 


“The cheapest rate in this city is grant- 
ed to the New Lyceum, and is $1 per 
$1,000 a year. The next one is the Lyric, 
with a rate of $1.15. The highest rate is 
exacted from the Victoria Theatre, $5.20 
per $1,000. Lew Fields's rate is $2.47. 

“The last theatre inspected by the 


board was the Madison Square, which on 
Jan. 31, 1905, obtained a rating of $3.60. 
The Victoria has not been inspected since 
March 26, 1903, so that its owner has had 
plenty of time to make improvements and 
ask another inspection in order to reduce 
his rates.’’ 

Mr. Jerome then quoted figures from the 
report of the Board of Underwriters in 
regard to the fifty-eight theatres inspect- 
ed, and the reasons why they failed to 
receive approval of the board is as fol- 
lows: Building walls not approved, 8;

He was not certain whether | 
he first heard of Ball when he received | 
the letter from the Post Office authori- | 
ties directing him to appoint him or when | 
Justice Hooker referred to him. He did| 
not recall when or where he talked to 
Justice Hooker about Ball’s but 
the Justice said, in substance, that he 
wished to do something for Ball and 
thought he would get him appointed to 
position in the Post Office. 

“I never requested the department to 
give me additional help in the Post Of- 
fice,”’ said Mr. Moore, referring to the} 
time that Ball was appointed. Mr. Coman 
conducted this examination: 

Q.—What services were there for a laborer to 
Go at the Post Office? A.—Sweeping, dusting, 
cleaning, mopping floors. The lobby was taken

JEROME BEATS A BILL. 


His Opposition Defeats Measure to 


Open Grand Jury Minutes.

ALBANY, March 21.—District Attorney 
Jerome’s opposition to the Gardner bill 
permitting any person indicted to inspect 
the minutes of the Grand Jury led to the 
bill’s defeat in the Senate to-day. Sena- 
tor McCarren led the fight in favor of the 
Dill, and was backed up by Senator Brack- 
ett, who said that much of the criticism 
of District Attorney Jerome was due “ to! 
his flagrant abuses in connection with 
Grand Jury investigations.” | 

Senator McCarren said that, as the law 
stood at present, a bulldozing District At- 
torney could have men indicted upon false 
testimony. Senator McCarren said that 
in the popular mind an indictment amount- 
ed to a verdict of guilty against the ac-| 
cused, and he asserted that it was only 
fair that a man should have access to the} 
testimony which placed him in such a 
@amaging light before the community. 

In his memorandum against the bill, Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome said, among other 
things: 

“To pass an act like this would destroy 
largely*the freedom with which witnesses 

‘give a Grand Jury information when they 
are investigating affairs of large public 
importance. Moreover, a long investiga- 
tion frequently involves the names of a 
mumber of persors who may not be before 
the Grand Jury and have an opportun&y 
to be heard. The Grand Jury may find 
an indictment against only one person, 
but publicity given to the unexplained tes-! 

_ timony against persons not indicted may 
work serious and lasting injury to such 
persons. 

- The vote on the bill was 24 to 20 in favor | 
of it, but as 26 votes were necessary for 
its passage, it was lost.

The big ship was swung around, and in 
two minutes from the time that the alarm 
was heard a boat with four men was being 
rowed about, looking for a sign of the lost 
man. The search continued for half an 
hour, and the liner then resumed her 
course westward. The fact that the man 
who went overboard was Griscom was not 


| discovered until a roll call of the passen- 


gers was made. 

In his baggage was found a suit of 
clothes of cheap quality. In one of the 
|; coat pockets was a cattleman’s ticket for 
the Atlantic Transport liner Mesaba, and, 
;as that ship sailed from New York three 
days after Griscom disappeared from 
home, it is inferred that he worked his 
| way across the Atlantic. He was not 
known to have had any money when he 
| went away, but in his effects were found 
cablegrams from his father which 
i him that J. S&S. 
‘would supply him with credit.

Griscom was twenty-two years old, and 


| was born in Berlin. According to friends, 
| he was very studious, and was considered 
; peculiar because of his intense hatred for 
| America and all things American. He at- 
| tended at different times Princeton, Cor- 


|nell, and the University of Pennsylvania, | 


| but was dissatisfied with them all. 


The last seen of Griscom, on Feb. 8, 
| was at the office of the Reading Hard- 
| wa re Company at 96 Reade Street, in this 
|} city, in which his father is a stockholder. 
| He looked worn and worried, and wore no 
|overcoat. He asked for some money to 
get to Philadelphia, and an employe of 
the company went with him to the Cort- 
\Jandt Street Ferry and bought a ticket for 
him. The young man took the ticket, and 
the change, and then said that he had de- 
cided to stay in New York. His com- 
panion remonstrated with him, but Gris- 
com cut the argument short by jumping 
‘aboard a north-bound West Street horse 
car. 

He was not seen again. There were ru- 
mors in Philadelphia that he had run 
away with a young English governess em- 
|ployed in that city, but this the famil 
|}emphatically denied, although it was ade 
| mitted at the time, Feb. 20, that the young 
man was in England. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 21.—Andrew 
M. Griscom was the son of W. M. Gris- 
com, a resident of Eryn Mawr, a suburb. 
On Feb. 20 it war ‘earned that he had 
sailed for Europe. 

Later it was learned that Elsie Hansom, 
who had been a governess in the Griscom 
family, had preceded young Griscom, and 
there were rumors of a contemplated 
elopement, but this was subsequently de- 
nied. When Griscom’s father learned that 
| his son was in Europe he sent a friend to 
bring the boy home, and it is supposed 
that he was accompanying this man on 
the Minnetonka.
